REPORT  BY  THE  DIRECTORS 


OF  THE 

DUNDEE  ROYAL  LUNATIC  ASYLUM 

TO  THE 

ANNUAL  GENERAL  COURT, 

JUNE  1  887. 


In  submitting  their  sixty-seventh  Annual  Report,  the  Directors  are 
glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Institution  under  their  charge  con¬ 
tinues  in  a  satisfactory  position. 

In  last  year’s  Report  the  Directors  stated  that  they  had  up  to 
that  time  made  payments  to  the  contractors  for  the  New  Asylum 
equal  to  ten  shillings  per  pound  on  their  claims,  and  they  mentioned 
that  they  hoped  that  they  would  be  in  a  position  soon  to  make  a 
further  payment  to  the  contractors,  if  not  to  pay  them  in  full.  They 
are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  that  hope  has  been  realized 
through  the  exertions  of  Air  John  Earl  Robertson,  one  of  their 
number,  who  devoted  much  time  and  trouble  to  collecting  subscrip¬ 
tions.  To  him  and  to  the  generous  donors  the  Directors  are  under 
a  deep  debt  of  gratitude. 

During  the  year  three  additional  lots  of  ground  at  Albert  Street, 
each  extending  to  29  poles  or  thereby,  have  been  feued.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  Old  Asylum  Chapel  was  sold  to  the  Kirk-Session  for 
£762,  and  the  superiority  of  part  of  the  ground  feued  at  Albert  Street 
was  disposed  at  twenty-four  and  a-half  years’  purchase  at  Alartinmas 
last.  The  sums  received  for  the  Chapel  and  the  Superiority  were 
paid  into  the  Union  Bank  towards  the  reduction  of  the  debt  to  the 
Bank  on  Building  Account. 
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In  August  last  Dr  Baker,  who  had  been  Medical  Assistant  at 
Westgreen  for  three  years,  resigned  his  situation  in  consequence  of 
him  having  been  appointed  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  Broadmoor 
Asylum.  The  Committee  of  Management  recorded  in  their  minutes 
an  expression  of  their  regret  at  losing  Dr.  Baker’s  valuable  services. 
During  the  time  he  acted  as  Medical  Assistant  he  was  distinguished 
both  for  his  careful  attention  to  his  duties  and  for  his  courtesy  to¬ 
wards  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  The  Committee  advertised 
for  a  Medical  Assistant  to  succeed  Dr  Baker,  and  after  due  consider¬ 
ation,  appointed  Dr  James  Watson  to  the  vacant  office,  an  appoint¬ 
ment  with  which  the  Directors  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied. 

Miss  M.  B.  Currie,  who  was  appointed  Head  Attendant  to  the 
female  pauper  patients  in  May  1885,  and  Head  Attendant  to  all  the 
female  patients  in  October  1885  on  the  resignation  of  the  Matron, 
resigned  her  situation  in  January  last  to  be  married.  During  the 
time  Miss  Currie  was  in  the  Asylum  she  discharged  her  duties  with 
great  ability  and  attention  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Directors.  Miss  Kate  Morris  was  appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Currie, 
and  since  her  appointment  in  April  last  has  shown  great  ability  and 
aptitude  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties. 

The  Directors  recently  fitted  up  rooms  for  Private  Patients  of  a 
superior  kind,  apart  from  the  other  patients,  which  are  now  available 
for  those  desiring  such  accommodation. 

A  number  of  trees  have  been  planted  at  Westgreen,  and  the 
further  laying  out  of  the  grounds  has  been  proceeded  with  during 
the  past  year. 

During  the  year  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  best  means 
for  the  thorough  utilization  of  the  sewage  by  irrigation,  and  with 
this  view  the  old  stone  drains  in  a  considerable  portion  of  the  ground 
have  been  removed,  and  about  two  acres  carefully  levelled  for  filtra¬ 
tion  ;  and  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  complaint  by  the  neighbouring 
proprietors,  the  effluent  water  is  now  conducted  into  Invergowrie 
Burn  by  glazed  pipes.  In  connection  with  this  work  the  Directors 
have  to  thank  Mr  Stuart  Gray  of  Gray,  Mr  Wedderburn  of  Birkhill, 
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and  Mr  Watson,  Bullionfield,  for  their  kindness  in  allowing  the  pipe 
to  pass  through  their  respective  properties. 

Since  last  Annual  Meeting  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  twice 
visited  the  Asylum,  when  they  reported  very  favourably  on  the  state  of 
the  House.  Dr  Mitchell  in  his  report,  which  will  be  found  in  full  in  the 
appendix,  remarks  as  follows  : — u  It  is  hoped  that  the  number  of 
private  patients  will  now  begin  to  increase.  There  is  excellent 
accommodation  for  them,  and  evidence  of  a  desire  to  treat  them 
liberally,  whether  they  pay  high  or  low  rates  of  board.  In  providing- 
care  and  treatment  for  private  patients  the  Asylum  is  now  in  a 
position  to  render  an  important  public  service  to  the  large  city  in  its 
neighbourhood.  This  refers  both  to  patients  paying  the  higher  rates 
of  board  and  to  those  who  may  be  described  as  in  straitened  circum¬ 
stances.  Towards  these  last  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  increasingly 
able  to  act  charitably.  They  constitute  a  class  of  the  insane  for  whom 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  provide  properly  without  the  exercise  of 
charity  from  some  quarter.  Towards  the  pauper  insane  the  institu¬ 
tion  is  not  called  on  to  act  charitably,  the  law  providing  that  it  shall 
be  properly  paid  for  the  services  it  renders  to  this  class  of  the  insane. 
But  it  is  of  great  importance  to  the  community  that  an  institution 
like  this  should  be  available  for  the  receptiou  of  insane  persons  who 
are  above  pauperism,  but  are  nevertheless  in  straitened  circumstances. 
It  is  clearly  undesirable  that  such  persons  should  be  detained  in 
private  asylums,  which  are  kept  for  gain  by  the  proprietors,  who 
cannot  make  a  profit  except  by  an  inefficient  treatment  and  a  stinting 
of  comforts.  Nor  should  they  be  obliged  by  a  subterfuge  to  become 
nominally  paupers  in  order  to  obtain  admission  into  public  asylums. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  the  chartered  asylums  should  be  in  a  posi¬ 
tion,  not  only  to  receive  such  patients,  but  to  act  in  regard  to  many 
of  them  in  a  charitable  spirit — that  is,  to  do  for  them  more  than  is 
represented  by  the  payment  which  is  made.  Many  of  the  chartered 
asylums  are  largely  discharging  this  function  in  a  way  which  is  in¬ 
creasingly  appreciated  by  the  public,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that 
a  time  of  greater  financial  prosperity  may  soon  come  to  this  Asylum, 
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so  as  to  enable  it  to  do  more  in  this  direction  than  it  is  at  present 
able  to  do.  What  is  being  done,  however,  deserves  commendation 
A  kindly,  considerate,  and  charitable  treatment  of  poor  private 
patients  becomes  known  to  the  community,  and  leads  to  prosperity 
by  inspiring  confidence  both  in  those  who  are  able  to  bestow  gifts 
and  in  those  who  are  arranging  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons 
able  to  pay  the  highest  rates  of  board.” 

On  referring  to  the  Treasurer’s  Report  it  will  be  observed  that

The  Asylum  has  been  frequently  and  carefully  inspected  by  the 

House  Visitors,  who  have  uniformly  testified  in 

their  Reports 

to 

the 

excellent  order  in  which  everything  was  found, 

and  the 

general 

efficient  state  of  the  Institution. 

The  Medical  Superintendent’s  Report  shows  that  on  20th  June 
last  there  were  284  patients  in  the  Asylum,  106  males  and  178 
females,  while  there  are  at  present  297,  that  number  being  made  up 
of  115  males  and  182  females,  122  having  been  admitted  during  the 
year,  37  having  recovered,  26  having  died,  1  having  escaped,  33  having 
been  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses,  8  to  other  Asylums, 
2  by  friends,  and  2  by  Minute  of  Parochial  Board. 

The  Directors  have  again  to  state  that  they  are  satisfied  with  the 
manner  in  which  the  various  officials  of  the  Asylum  perform  their  duties.

It  was  resolved  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors,  the 
Medical  Report,  and  the  Abstract  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  for 
the  past  year,  be  circulated  as  usual. 
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MEDICAL  REPORT. 

20th  JUNE,  188  7. 


On  the  21st  June,  1886,  the  date  of  last  annual  meeting,  the  number 
of  patients  resident  in  the  Asylum  was  106  males  and  178  females; 
total  284.  Of  these,  45,  namely  22  males  and  23  females,  were  private 
patients,  and  239,  namely  84  males  and  155  females,  were  paupers. 

122  have  since  been  admitted,  of  whom  60  were  males  and  62 
females.  17  of  these  were  private  cases,  i.e.,  patients  the  expense  of 
whose  maintenance  was  defrayed  by  their  relatives  or  friends ;  and 
105  were  pauper  patients,  sent  in  by,  or  afterwards  found  chargeable 
to,  the  following  parishes  : — Dundee,  Airlie,  Eassie  and  Nevay,  Mon¬ 
trose,  Glamis,  Monifieth,  Dunnichen,  Arbroath,  Old  Machar,  and 
Monikie. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  has  therefore  been  406,  being 
36  less  than  that  of  last  year. 

Of  these,  37  have  been  discharged  recovered,  namely  17  males 
and  20  females,  3  being  private  and  34  pauper  patients  ;  4  males  and 
4  females  were  transferred  to  other  Asylums,  being  all  pauper  patients 
chargeable  to  parishes  beyond  Forfarshire;  12  males  and  22  females 
were  transferred  to  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  Dundee  Poorhouses  ;  2  were 
removed  from  the  Asylum  by  minute  of  the  Dundee  Parochial  Board  ; 
one  patient  effected  his  escape,  and  2  were  taken  home  by  their  friends 
improved. 

26  patients  have  died,  of  whom  17  were  males  and  9  females. 

There  remain  therefore  at  the  present  date  115  males  and  182 
females  ;  total  297,  being  13  in  excess  of  the  number  resident  at  the 
date  of  last  annual  meeting.  The  Institution  being  capable  of  accom¬ 
modating  365  cases,  there  is  therefore  at  present  vacant  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  about  70  patients. 
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The  percentage  of  recoveries,  calculated  on  the  number  admitted, 
is  consequently  30*33  *  while  that  of  the  deaths,  calculated  on  the 
whole  number  under  treatment,  is  6*40. 

Of  the  pauper  patients  admitted,  21  were  received  from  the  Dundee 
Poorhouses,  12  of  these  being  re  transfers  or  cases  found  to  be  unsuit¬ 
able  for  detention  in  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  these  Establishments,  and  so 
sent  back  again  to  the  4sylum,  the  other  9  being  admitted  from  the 
Ordinary  Wards, ;  8  patients  were  brought  direct  from  the  Police 
Office ;  7  from  other  Asylums,  and  6  from  Dundee  Prison.  The 
number  of  patients  now  received  from  the  Prison  and  Police  Office  is 
remarkable,  and  would  seem  to  indicate  the  existence  in  the  district 
of  many  insane  persons  under  imperfect  supervision. 

44  of  the  patients  admitted  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
monomonia ;  20  from  dementia ;  1  from  senile  dementia,  20  from 
melancholia;  17  from  acute  mania;  5  from  chronic  mania;  2  from 
epileptic  mania ;  3  from  recurrent  mania ;  2  from  mania  a  potu  ;  5 
from  idiocy ;  and  3  from  general  paralysis. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  patients  on  admission  continues  to 
present  the  same  unfavourable  features  noticed  in  former  reports. 
Only  28  could  be  said  to  have  been  in  good  bodily  health  ;  52  were 
entered  in  the  registers  as  in  fair  health,  30  as  frail,  1  as  very  frail, 
2  as  frail  and  paralytic,  and  1  as  frail,  paralytic,  and  blind. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  recovered,  six  had  been  under  treatment 
for  periods  varying  from  1  to  3  months ;  eleven  under  6  months ; 
three  under  9  months ;  nine  under  a  year ;  seven  under  2  years  ;  and 
one  for  2  years  and  6  months. 

As  already  stated,  the  obituary  register  contains  26  entries  for  the 
year.  Death  resulted  in  12  cases  from  general  paralysis  ;  in  2  from 
apoplexy  ;  in  2  from  epilepsy  and  pneumonia  ;  in  2  from  epilepsy  ;  in 
2  from  cardiac  disease  ;  in  2  from  exhaustion  ;  while  in  one  case  each, 
pneumonia,  organic  brain  disease,  phthisis  with  organic  brain  disease, 
gangrene  of  lungs,  phthisis  and  senile  decay  led  to  the  fatal  result. 
Post  mortem  examinations  were  made  in  all  cases  when  the  neces¬ 
sary  permission  could  be  obtained.  As  is  now  usually  the  case,  the 
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mortality  was  in  a  great  measure  confined  to  patients  recently  received 
into  the  Institution,  for  while  one  of  the  patients  here  referred  to, 
was  admitted  in  1880,  two  in  1881,  one  in  1883,  and  one  1884;  five 
were  admitted  in  1885,  eleven  in  1886,  and  one  in  1887.  Four  of  the 
patients  who  died,  had  however,  been  long  resident  in  the  Asylum, 
one  having  been  admitted  in  the  year  1876,  and  one  in  1878  ;  one  in 
1858,  and  one  as  early  as  1838.  The  last  patient  has  therefore  been 
continuously  resident  for  nearly  50  years,  and  died  at  the  age  of  84. 

The  fall  in  the  percentage  of  recoveries  during  the  past  two  years 
would  seem  to  have  arisen  from  the  large  number  of  patients  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  Poorhouses  during  the  years  1884, 
1885,  1886,  many  of  whom,  no  doubt,  would  have  been  discharged 
recovered  had  they  been  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Asylum.  The 
total  number  so  removed  since  the  beginning  of  1884  has  been  172 
in  all,  and  as  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  question  as  to  the  most 
suitable  manner  of  providing  for  the  chronic  pauper  insane,  will 
ere  long  force  itself  on  public  attention  ;  the  following  abstract  of 
an  analysis  I  have  been  engaged  in  preparing  may  not  be  devoid  of 
interest.  As  yet,  I  have  only  been  able  to  complete  an  examination 
of  the  cases  sent  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  West  Poorhouse,  but 
the  general  results  will  be  found  very  much  the  same  in  connection 
with  both  establishments.  The  first  patients  removed  to  the  Lunatic 
Wards  of  the  West  Poorhouse,  then  the  Poorhouse  for  the  parish  of 
Liff  and  Benvie,  was  in  1864,  and  consisted  of  6  male  patients,  none 
of  whom  had  to  be  returned  to  the  Asylum,  and  as  it  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  table,  were  all  patients  who  had  for  a  long  time 
been  in  the  Asylum,  their  duration  of  residence  previous  to  removal 
varying  from  over  10  to  over  17  years,  the  average  being  14  years  4 
months  and  one  day. 
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Table  showing  number  of  cases  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards 
of  Dundee  West  Poorhouse  and  the  duration  of  their  residence  in  the 
Dundee  Asylum  previous  to  their  removal.

In  1865,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table,  18  more  were  removed, 
principally  old  standing  cases,  9  having  been  resident  for  periods 
varying  from  over  12  to  over  28  years;  two  were,  however,  patients 
comparatively  recently  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  having  been  in  the 
Institution  previous  to  their  transference  only  9  months  and  13  days 
each.  The  average  of  the  whole  was  still,  however,  high,  being  12 
years  8  months  and  27  days.  But  of  18  patients  removed  during  the 
years  1866-67-68,  only  one  case  wras  of  old  standing,  having  been 
nearly  9  years  resident ;  all  the  others  were  recent  cases,  having  been 
in  the  Asylum  for  periods  of  only  from  5  months  to  2  years  and  5 
months ;  and  the  average  of  all  taken  together  was  only  1  year  7 
months  and  29  days.  Of  these  patients,  two  had  to  be  returned  to 
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the  Asylum,  but  were  again  taken  back  to  the  Poorhouse ;  thus,  the 
former  admitted  on  12th  June,  1885,  being  transferred  to  the  Poor- 
house  on  31st  October,  1865,  was  brought  back  to  the  Asylum  as 
unsuitable  on  19th  April,  1866,  and  taken  back  again  to  the  Poor- 
house  on  21st  December,  1867 ;  while  the  other  had  the  following 
history:  —  Admitted  into  the  Asylum  on  18th  January,  1865, 
she  was  transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  West  Poorhouse  on 
30th  October,  1865,  then  brought  back  to  the  Asylum  on  19th  April, 
1866,  and  removed  back  to  the  Poorhouse  Lunatic  Wards  on  14th 
September,  1868,  thence  she  had  been  discharged,  as  on  1st  April, 
1882,  she  was  again  brought  to  the  Asylum,  having  applied  to  Police 
Office  for  restitution  of  property  to  which  she  imagined  she  was 
entitled,  and  for  the  third  time  removed  to  Lunatic  Wards  of  the 
Poorhouse  on  16th  December,  1884.  One  of  the  female  patients 
transferred  in  1866  was  returned  in  1868,  and  still  remains  in  the 
House. 

Of  the  patients  transferred  in  1867,  two  were  brought  back  from 
their  homes,  one  after  having  been  several  times  before  the  Police 
Court  for  annoying  the  public.  One  of  these  died  in  the  Asylum,  and 
the  other  is  still  an  inmate  there.  One  of  the  patients  removed  in 
1868  having  become  troublesome  was  sent  back  to  the  Asylum  in 
1884,  and  again  transferred  to  the  Poorhouse  in  1886.  From  1868 
to  1872  there  were  no  patients  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the 
West  Poorhouse ;  but  in  the  last-mentioned  year  one  male  patient 
who  had  been  resident  in  the  Asylum  over  three  years  was  so  trans¬ 
ferred.  He  was  re-admitted  into  the  Asylum  in  1877,  and  again 
transferred  to  the  Poorhouse  in  1878. 

In  1873  four  patients  were  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the 
West  Poorhouse,  none  of  whom  had  to  be  returned;  all  were  recent 
cases,  one  having  been  only  1  month  and  21  days  in  the  Asylum; 
while  the  average  of  the  four  was  10  months  and  7  days. 

In  1874  and  1875  26  patients  were  transferred,  17  of  whom  had 
been  resident  in  the  Asylum  under  three  years,  but  three  of  them 
had  been  so  for  8,  10,  and  16  years  respectively.  Five  of  these  were 


returned  to  the  Asylum — three  from  their  homes  and  two  from  the 
Poorhouse,  after  having  been  there  one  for  fully  8  and  the  other  for 
4  years.  The  latter  was  in  a  frail  condition  and  died  within  6  months. 

In  1876  and  1877  thirteen  cases  were  removed,  none  of  whom 
had  been  in  the  Asylum  over  2  years — the  average  for  1876  being 
6  months  and  3  days,  that  for  1877  10  months  and  26  days.  Of 
these  one  was  re-admitted  from  home  in  1879  and  discharged  re¬ 
covered  in  1880;  another  was  sent  back  within  6  months  and  died 
in  the  Asylum  5  years  later ;  a  third  was  re-admitted  from  home  in 
1881  and  transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  East  Poorhouse  in 
1883;  while  a  fourth,  re-admitted  from  home  in  four  months,  was 
again  within  8  months  re-transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the 
West  Poorhouse. 

During  the  6  following  years  33  cases  were  transferred  to  the 
Lunatic  Wards  of  the  West  Poorhouse.  Several  were  of  old  standing, 
five  having  been  resident  in  the  Asylum  24,  16,  16,  7,  and  5  years 
respectively — the  average  duration  of  residence  before  transference 
of  the  whole  being  3  years  5  months  and  17  days.  Of  many  of  these 
we  have  the  same  histories  of  re-transferences,  1 1  having  been  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Asylum ;  thus,  a  female  patient  admitted  into  the 
Asylum  in  1867  was  sent  to  the  Poorhouse  in  1870,  was  returned  to 
the  Asylum  in  1876  ;  she  was  then  transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards 
of  the  East  Poorhouse  in  1882,  returned  to  the  Asylum  in  1883,  and 
transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  West  Poorhouse  in  1885. 
Another  patient  had  even  a  more  varied  history.  Admitted  into  the 
Asylum  in  1882  she  was  discharged  recovered  in  1883,  but  relapsing 
she  was  re-admitted  the  same  year.  Within  three  months  she  was 
transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  West  Poorhouse,  and  within 
another  4  months  brought  back  to  the  Asylum  as  unsuitable. 
8  months  later  she  was  again  transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of 
the  Poorhouse,  and  in  two  days  brought  back  to  the  Asylum,  whence 
in  another  7  months  in  1885  she  was  discharged  recovered,  and  so 
far  as  I  am  aware  has  kept  well  since.  Another  instance  may  be 
quoted  as  instructive  from  a  different  point  of  view,  namely — that  of 
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a  male  patient  who  had  on  several  occasions  been  sent  to  the  Asylum 
from  prison.  He  was  admitted  into  the  Asylum  in  1877  and  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  East  Poorhouse  in  1878;  thence 
he  had  been  discharged,  as  he  was  re-admitted  into  the  Asylum  after 
having  committed  an  assault  on  a  child  in  1881 ;  he  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  West  Poorhouse  in  1882,  had 
been  again  discharged,  as  he  was  once  more  admitted  from  prison 
after  having  undergone  several  months  imprisonment  for  an  indecent 
assault  on  a  child,  and  still  remains  in  the  Asylum. 

During  the  last  four  years  no  fewer  than  105  cases  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  West  Poorhouse,  of  these  30  have  been  returned,  and 
many  of  these  again  transferred  to  the  East  Poorhouse.  As  will  be 
seen  by  referring  to  the  table,  although  some  had  been  long  in  the 
Asylum,  one  having  been  26  years,  the  great  majority,  namely  65, 
had  been  resident  for  only  periods  varying  from  2  months  to  3  years, 
and  included  many  who,  had  they  remained,  would  have  recovered, 
and  increased  our  percentage  of  cures.  From  these  abstracts  it  will 
be  seen  that  not  only  are  chronic  cases  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards 
of  Poorhouses  who  would  be  capable  of  benefitting  by  being  left  in 
the  Asylum,  and  cases  merely  in  consideration  of  expense  left  in  the 
Asylum  who  could  be  equally  well  provided  for  in  the  Lunatic  Wards 
of  Poorhouses,  but  it  is  evident  a  considerable  number  have  been  re¬ 
moved  from  the  Asylum  before  their  curability  could  have  been 
thoroughly  tested,  nothwithstanding  the  terms  of  the  Act  which 
declares  that  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses  are  only  for  Lunatics 
“  who  are  not  dangerous  and  do  not  require  curative  treatment,”  and 
it  is  equally  evident  that  a  system  of  legislation  which  renders  such 
results  possible  can  scarcely  be  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  solution  of 
the  undoubtedly  difficult  social  problem  how  best  to  provide  for  the 
chronic  pauper  insane.  While  it  might  be  difficult  to  suggest  any 
scheme  entirely  free  from  objection,  one  point  ought  certainly  to  be 
kept  in  view  namely  to  allow  the  patients  to  remain  sufficiently  long 
in  the  Asylum  till  it  can  be  satisfactorily  ascertained  whether  they 
can  be  benefitted  by  curative  treatment  before  being  pronounced 
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proper  and  suitable  subjects  to  be  relegated  to  the  Poorhouse  Wards, 
and  in  connection  with  the  question  valuable  information  has  recently 
been  afforded  in  an  instructive  table  published  in  the  last  Report  of 
the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  for  Scotland,  where  it  is  shown  that  of 
1319  new  cases  admitted  into  Establishments  305  were  discharged 
within  the  next  12  months,  209  the  following  year,  51  the  third  year, 
38  the  fourth  year,  and  26  the  fifth  year.  Beyond  the  fourth  year 
then,  the  recoveries  are  comparatively  so  few  that  practically  from 
three  to  four  years  might  safely  be  fixed  on  as  the  limit  beyond  which, 
in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  it  would  be  unnecessary  to  detain  patients 
in  Asylums,  so  far  as  the  question  of  curative  treatment  is  concerned ; 
and  this  period  agrees  very  closely  with  the  limitation  of  the  detaining 
powers  of  the  Sheriff’s  orders  fixed  by  the  Act  29  and  30  Vic.,  C.  51, 
where  it  is  enacted  that  these  powers  shall  in  no  case  remain  in  force 
longer  than  the  1st  day  of  January  first,  occurring  after  the  expiry 
of  three  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  order  was  granted,  unless 
continued  by  the  yearly  certificate  of  the  Superintendent  or  Medical 
Attendant  of  the  Asylum.  From  a  careful  consideration  of  these 
facts,  I  am  convinced  that  were  it  agreed  that  no  patient  should  be 
eligible  for  removal  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses  who  has  not 
been  for  three  years  at  least  resident  in  the  Asylum,  and  that  all 
patients  who  could  equally  well  be  taken  care  of  in  the  Lunatic 
Wards  of  Poorhouses  (and  by  the  provision  of  a  few  single  rooms  and 
an  increased  staff  of  Attendants  this  might  include  a  large  proportion 
of  Epileptics,  Paralytics,  and  the  degraded  class  of  the  chronic  insane) 
should  be  removed  from  the  Asylum  as  from  the  Curative  Hospital 
on  the  lapsing  of  the  detaining  power  of  the  Sheriff’s  order,  many 
of  the  complications  of  the  present  system  would  be  obviated. 

To  refer  in  detail  to  the  work  done  and  treatment  pursued  during 
the  past  twelve  months  would  be  merely  to  recapitulate  much  that  has 
been  frequently  considered  in  formerreports,  it  will  suffice  to  touch  upon 
some  of  the  more  prominent  subjects  that  have  engaged  attention. 
In  connection  with  the  general  grounds  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the 
permanent  walk  round  the  property  has  been  considerably  advanced, 
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and  that  about  2  acres  of  the  south-east  field  have  been  carefully 
levelled  for  the  more  thorough  utilization  of  the  sewage,  especially 
during  the  winter  months  when  it  would  be  injurious  to  turn  it  on 
the  grass,  and  that  in  this  and  in  the  ordinary  farm,  field,  and  garden 
operation,  much  and  healthy  work  has  been  provided  for,  and  per¬ 
formed  by,  a  large  number  of  the  male  patients.  The  painting  and 
decorating  of  the  house  have  made  further  progress,  and  the  setting 
apart  of  the  building  originally  erected  for  an  epidemic  hospital,  as  an 
Infirmary  for  the  female  pauper  patients,  continues  to  give  very  satis¬ 
factory  results.  In  the  wrights’  shop  much  valuable  work  has  been 
done  by  patients,  in  fitting  up  mantelpieces  and  repairing  furniture. 
The  tailors’  department  now  supplies  all  the  clothing  required  by  the 
male  pauper  patients;  while  all  the  clothing  required  by  the  female 
patients,  along  with  the  shirts  and  underclothing  for  the  male  patients, 
are  made  on  the  female  side  of  the  house ;  and  we  trust  soon  to  be 
able  to  provide  all  the  shoes  required  from  the  shoemaker’s  shop.  It 
has  further  been  found  possible  to  send  more  female  patients  beyond 
the  property  in  walking  parties  than  could  be  accomplished  last  year, 
and  with  marked  benefit  in  tending  to  lessen  excitement ;  the  weekly 
drives  for  the  private  patients  have  also  been  resumed,  and  recently 
a  pleasant  day  was  spent  by  a  pic-nic  party  of  ladies  and  gentlemen 
at  the  Loch  of  Lundie.  Cricket  and  football  continue  to  maintain 
their  popularity  as  out  of  door  games,  and  different  matches  have  been 
played  with  neighbouring  clubs  with  varying  results.  On  one  oc¬ 
casion  our  team  visited  Murthly  Asylum  and  engaged  the  cricketers 
of  that  Institution  ;  a  pleasant  visit  was  made,  and,  but  for  the 
weather,  which  unfortunately  proved  unsettled,  the  trip  would  have 
been  a  thorough  success,  and  here  it  is  only  right  to  record  our 
thanks  to  Dr  Campbell  for  the  kind  reception  our  party  met  with. 

During  the  winter  months  there  was  the  usual  variety  of  amuse¬ 
ments,  and  our  thanks  are  due  in  connection  with  these  to  the 
members  of  the  Somali  Minstrels  for  two  concerts  which  were  much 
enjoyed.  We  were  also  indebted  to  and  have  to  thank  the  Liff  Choir 
for  a  very  enjoyable  Concert  in  March.  The  fortnightly  Balls  took 


place  as  usual,  and  were  varied  by  Magic  Lantern  Entertainments, 
Concerts  by  Patients  and  Attendants,  a  Dramatic  Entertainment 
performed  by  members  of  tlie  staff,  an  Illustrated  Lecture,  and  the 
Christmas  Ball  at  which  a  number  of  Directors  and  a  few  friends  were 
present. 

The  Classes  and  Lectures  referred  to  in  last  report  were  resumed 
on  an  extended  basis  during  the  winter  evenings,  and  with  satisfactory 
results.  A  class  for  writing  and  arithmetic  was  opened  early  in  the 
season,  and  was  attended  by  both  patients  and  attendants,  the  num¬ 
ber  averaging  19  of  the  former  and  18  of  the  latter.  Progress  was 
tested  by  competitive  examinations,  and  book  prizes  awarded  to  those 
who  showed  greatest  proficiency,  and  also  to  those  who  had  made 
greatest  progress  during  the  session. 

The  Bev.  Mr  Wilson  also  gave  a  regular  course  of  lessons  in 
Music  in  the  Tonic  Sol-Fa  Notation,  which  was  much  appreciated, 
the  average  evening  attendance  being  about  20,  and  including  both 
patients  and  employees. 

A  Course  of  Lectures  was  again  delivered  to  the  Nurses,  Attendants, 
and  Servants,  but  on  a  much  more  extended  scale  than  that  of  last 
year.  To  make  this  as  efficient  as  possible  attendance  was  here  com¬ 
pulsory,  all  those  employed  in  the  service  of  the  Asylum,  being 
divided  into  two  classes  so  as  to  suit  convenience  of  attendance. 
Seven  Lectures  were  delivered  to  each,  or  fourteen  in  all,  and  em¬ 
braced  not  only  the  duties  required  of  all  in  their  dealings  with  the 
patients,  but  also  included  elementary  instruction  in  Physiological 
Anatomy  and  Mental  Science.  Copies  of  a  synopsis  of  each  lecture 
were  also  provided  for  those  attending.  From  the  interest  and 
attention  shown,  this  system  of  imparting  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
their  duties  to  those  in  the  employment  of  the  Asylum  cannot  fail 
to  be  beneficial. 

During  the  past  year  two  important  changes  have  taken  place  in 
the  Staff.  On  the  19th  August,  Dr  Baker,  who  had  acted  as  Medical 
Assistant  for  3  years,  and  had  given  every  satisfaction,  resigned  office 
on  being  appointed  to  Broadmoor  Asylum,  and  on  the  30th  March,

Miss  Currie  left  the  services  of  the  Asylum  to  be  married.  On  both 
occasions  Balls  were  given  to  the  patients  and  presentations  made  by 
the  employees  of  the  Asylum,  as  marks  of  the  respect  in  which  these 
two  officers  were  justly  held.  Dr  Baker  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr 
Watson,  who  takes  an  intelligent  and  deep  interest  in  his  work;  and 
Miss  Currie  has  found  a  worthy  successor  in  Miss  Morris,  who  pre¬ 
viously  held  a  similar  appointment  in  Bristol  Asylum,  and  in  addition 
to  experience,  brings  to  the  discharge  of  her  duties,  much  tact,  ability 
and  judgment.

The  deaths  were  due  in  4  cases  to  diseases  of  the  brain  and  ner¬ 
vous  system,  in  1  case  to  disease  of  the  heart,  in  3  cases  to  diseases 
of  the  lungs,  in  1  case  to  disease  of  the  kidney,  and  in  2  cases  to  the 
exhaustion  due  to  maniacal  excitement.  The  average  age  at  death 
was  41  years. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  either  seclusion  or  restraint  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  patients  since  last  visit.  Two  patients  have  escaped  and 
been  absent  for  at  least  one  night  before  being  brought  back.  Two 
accidents  are  recorded,  one  being  fracture  of  a  rib  sustained  by  a 
patient  when  struggling  against  being  put  to  bed,  and  the  other  being 
fracture  of  the  clavicle  occasioned  by  a  fall. 

Ten  patients  were  confined  to  bed  at  the  time  of  the  visit.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  find  that  the  number  of  beds  which  are  wet  during  the 
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night  continues  to  diminish,  only  13  having  been  wet  last  night. 
The  placing  of  two  patients  together  in  single  rooms  has  been  nearly 
altogether  discontinued,  the  only  cases  in  which  double-bedded  rooms 
remain  being  in  one  of  the  female  wards,  and  it  is  intended  to  make 
these  into  single-bedded  rooms  before  long. 

The  dayrooms  and  dormitories  were  found  in  excellent  order. 
The  bedding  of  the  patients  has  been  much  improved  by  the  substitu¬ 
tion  of  hair  mattresses  and  waterproof  sheets  for  most  of  the  straw 
beds  which  were  formerly  in  use  for  untidy  patients.  The  painting 
and  decoration  of  the  rooms  and  corridors  by  the  attendants  and 
patients  is  still  in  progress,  though  all  the  principal  parts  of  the 
establishment  have  now  been  finished. 

Some  of  the  drains  on  the  male  side  of  the  Asylum  which  were 
found  to  have  been  imperfect  are  being  carefully  reconstructed.  It 
is  recommended  that  wherever  such  reconstructions  take  place, 
opportunity  should  be  taken  to  lead  all  soil  pipes  directly  through 
the  walls  to  the  outside  instead  of  leading  them  down  inside  the 
Avails.  Such  pipes  as  are  necessarily  inside  the  house  ought  all  to  be 
exposed  to  view,  so  that  imperfections  may  be  at  once  detected  and 
remedied. 

The  patients  on  the  male  side  of  the  Asylum  were  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  Among  the  females  there  was  a  considerable  amount  of 
excitement,  and  it  is  suggested  that  greater  efforts  should  be  made 
to  obtain  orderliness  and  neatness  of  dress.  There  seems  to  be  an 
insufficient  outlet  of  an  orderly  character  for  the  excitement  and 
restlessness  under  which  many  of  them  suffer.  This  may  be  to  some 
extent  due  to  the  limited  extent  of  the  walks  which  have  up  to  the 
present  been  made  in  the  Asylum  grounds,  and  it  is  understood  with 
satisfaction  that  the  making  of  a  long  walk  round  the  property  is  to 
be  proceeded  with  shortly. 

The  books  and  registers  were  examined,  and  were  found  regularly 
and  correctly  kept.

These  figures  show  that  the  removals  have  exceeded  the  admissions 

by  9,  and  that  the  total  population  has  fallen  from  289  to  280. 

Of  the  19  deaths,  7  were  caused  by  general  paralysis,  3  by  other 
forms  of  brain  disease,  5  by  diseases  of  the  heart  or  lungs,  1  by 
epilepsy,  2  by  exhaustion,  and  1  by  senile  decay.  In  the  cases  of  9  of 
the  19  patients  who  died  a  'post-mortem  examination  was  made. 

There  is  no  entry  in  the  Register  of  Restraint  and  Seclusion. 
Three  accidents  are  recorded,  none  of  them  of  a  serious  character. 

Since  last  visit  much  good  work  has  been  done,  chiefly  by  patients  jJ 
and  attendants,  both  in  the  wards  of  the  Asylum  and  in  the  grounds. 
It  would  not  be  easy  to  speak  with  too  much  commendation  of  what! 
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lias  been  done  by  the  head  male  attendant  and  patients  working  under 
his  direction  in  the  painting  and  decorating  of  all  parts  of  the  estab¬ 
lishment.  Many  of  the  bare  fireplaces  in  various  parts  of  the  house 
have  been  supplied  with  wooden  mantelpieces.  This  is  almost  entirely 
the  work  of  one  patient,  and  the  change  adds  much  to  the  pleasant 
aspect  of  the  galleries  and  wards.  The  windows  of  many  of  the  day- 
rooms  have  been  furnished  with  curtains,  which  are  the  work  of  the 
patients.  The  quarry  holes  have  been  filled  up  and  planted.  An 
excellent  cricket  and  football  field  has  been  provided.  Much  progress 
has  been  made  with  the  long  walk  round  the  grounds.  There  has 
been  a  considerable  addition  to  the  planting  of  trees  and  hedges. 
Those  previously  planted  are  carefully  and  skilfully  tended,  and  are 
in  a  very  thriving  state.  Already,  indeed,  they  begin  to  give  a  clothed 
appearance  to  the  grounds.  These  and  many  other  things  disclose 
an  active  desire  to  make  the  surroundings  of  the  patients  in  this 
Asylum  as  good  as  they  are  in  other  Asylums,  and  they  are  recorded 
with  much  satisfaction — with  all  the  more  satisfaction  that  the  work 
has  been  done  with  a  careful  regard  to  economy. 

In  connection  with  these  improvements  in  the  surroundings  of  the 
patients,  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  say  that  at  no  visit  paid  to 
this  Asylum  were  the  inmates  found  so  tranquil  as  at  this  visit.  The 
men  were  entirely  free  from  excitement  and  complaint,  and  nearly 
the  same  thing  might  be  said  of  the  women.  It  cannot  be  doubted 
that  this  is  in  part  due  to  such  changes  and  improvements  as  those 
to  which  reference  has  just  been  made. 

A  marked  improvement  has  also  taken  place  in  the  clothing  of  the 
women,  especially  as  regards  its  neatness  and  smartness,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  still  more  will  be  done  in  this  direction.  The  placing 
of  the  female  attendants  in  a  neat  and  suitable  uniform  has  un¬ 
doubtedly  had  a  good  effect. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  arrangements  for  private 
patients  oh  the  female  side,  and  these  appear  to  increase  the  comforts 
of  these  patients,  and  to  be  generally  of  a  satisfactory  character.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  number  of  private  patients  will  now  begin  to  increase. 
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There  is  excellent  accommodation  for  them,  and  evidence  of  a  desire 
to  treat  them  liberally,  whether  they  pay  high  or  low  rates  of  board. 
In  providing  care  and  treatment  for  private  patients  the  Asylum  is 
now  in  a  position  to  render  an  important  public  service  to  the  large 
city  in  its  neighbourhood.  This  refers  both  to  patients  paying  the 
higher  rates  of  board  and  to  those  who  may  be  described  as  in 
straitened  circumstances.  Towards  these  last  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  increasingly  able  to  act  charitably.  They  constitute  a  class 
of  the  insane  for  whom  it  is  almost  impossible  to  provide  properly 
without  the  exercise  of  charity  from  some  quarter.  Towards  the 
pauper  insane  the  institution  is  not  called  on  to  act  charitably,  the 
law  providing  that  it  shall  be  properly  paid  for  the  services  it  renders 
to  this  class  of  the  insane.  But  it  is  of  great  importance  to  the  com¬ 
munity  that  an  institution  like  this  should  be  available  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  insane  persons  who  are  above  pauperism,  but  are  nevertheless 
in  straitened  circumstances.  It  is  clearly  undesirable  that  such 
persons  should  be  detained  in  private  asylums,  which  are  kept  for 
gain  by  the  proprietors,  who  cannot  make  a  profit  except  by  an 
inefficient  treatment  and  a  stinting  of  comforts.  Nor  should  they 
be  obliged  by  a  subterfuge  to  become  nominally  paupers  in  order  to 
obtain  admission  into  public  asylums.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the 
chartered  asylums  should  be  in  a  position,  not  only  to  receive  such 
patients,  but  to  act  in  regard  to  many  of  them  in  a  charitable  spirit- — 
that  is,  to  do  for  them  more  than  is  represented  by  the  payment 
which  is  made.  Many  of  the  chartered  asylums  are  largely  dis¬ 
charging  this  function  in  a  way  which  is  increasingly  appreciated  by 
the  public,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  a  time  of  greater  financial 
prosperity  may  soon  come  to  this  Asylum,  so  as  to  enable  it  to  do 
more  in  this  direction  than  it  is  at  present  able  to  do.  What  is  being 
done,  however,  deserves  commendation.  A  kindly,  considerate,  and 
charitable  treatment  of  poor  private  patients  becomes  known  to  the 
community,  and  leads  to  prosperity  by  inspiring  confideiHe  both  in 
those  who  are  able  to  bestow  gifts  and  in  those  who  are  arranging  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  able  to  pay  the  highest  rates  of  board. 
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During  the  past  winter  there  were  classes  of  attendants  and 
•patients  learning  arithmetic  and  writing.  The  teachers  were  the 
assistant  Medical  Officer  and  the  Clerk.  It  is  thought  that  the 
•  exercise  of  attention  and  intellect,  which  this  work  involved,  has  been 
productive  of  good  to  many  patients,  and  that  it  was  an  advantage 
to  the  patients  to  have  some  of  the  attendants  members  of  the  classes. 

A  course  of  seven  lectures  were  also  delivered  by  Dr.  Rorie  to  the 
.  attendants  during  the  winter — first  on  the  female  and  then  on  the 
male  side — the  subjects  being  the  duties  of  attendants,  physiological 
anatomy,  and  the  mind. 

There  have  also  been  during  the  winter  months  the  usual  weekly 
dances,  concerts,  lectures,  theatrical  performances,  magic  lantern 
exhibitions,  &c. 

It  would  be  an  improvement  to  do  away  with  all  machinery  in  the 
laundry,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  tubs,  so  as  to  provide  a  larger 
amount  of  active  work  for  the  women.

1;  decorated  as  to  resemble  a  room  in  an  ordinary  comfortable  dwelling- 
|  house.  This  has  been  done  out  of  regard  to  the  feelings  of  friends  or 
i  relatives  of  deceased  patients  who  meet  in  such  circumstances.  Action 
s  -  of  this  kind  is  certain  to  raise  the  Asylum  in  the  estimation  of  the 
|  public.  It  will  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  the  spirit  which  directs 
(I  the  treatment  of  those  who  are  placed  in  it.

The  following  are  the  present  Rates  of  Board,  subject,  however,  to  such 
alterations  as  the  Directors  shall  judge  proper,  which  must  necessarily 
vary  according  to  the  state  of  the  funds  and  the  expenses  of  the  establish¬ 
ment.  The  Board  in  all  cases  must  be  paid  quarterly  and  in  advance.  Before 
the  entry  of  a  Patient,  the  Board  is  to  be  paid  up  for  one  quarter.

When  a  Patient  is  admitted,  one  Quarter’s  Board  as  fixed  by  the  Directors, 
shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  afterwards  in 
advance  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer,  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  the  1st  of 
April,  the  1st  of  July,  and  the  1st  of  October.  No  part  of  any  payment  in 
advance,  except  in  the  case  of  paupers,  shall  be  returned,  except  in  special 
cases,  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Committee  of  Management ;  and  if  any  Patients 
who  have  been  removed  shall  return  to  the  Asylum,  they  shall  be  admitted  in' 
the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  never  been  in  the  Asylum,  and  pay  accordingly. 


The  Patients  shall  have  no  claim  to  remuneration  for  work  done  in  the 

House. 


Ladies  and  gentlemen  requiring  the  benefit  of  the  Institution  can  be  accom¬ 
modated  with  commodious  apartments,  distinct  from  the  other  Patients,  with 
a  servant  if  required.
